OPA Lists Items 
Suspended From 
Price Control

Bias tape, narrow fabrics 
other than woven or braided, 
and web belts, straps, slings 
and halters are being suspended 
from price control effective to­ 
day, the OPA said.

None of the items is sold in 
any great volume or contributes 
significantly to the cost of liv­ 
ing. Bias tape, usually sold in 
five and ten cent stores for 
home sewing before the war, is 
not an important textile item, 
tnd present "freeze1 prices do 
not cover increased costs.

Tile cotton riarrow fabrics in 
Jived are those fastened with 

adhesives rather than being 
woven. Used chiefly for tielng
packages, their 
tors are narrov

closest competi- 
woven fabrics,

already suspended from price 
control.

Similarly, web belts, straps, 
slings and animal halters are 
iuspcnded because these articles 
ire made by the same manu­ 
facturers that make webbing, 
which was suspended from price 
control along with woven and 
braided fabrics.
